THE Olympic torch will be 
carried through Newmarket 
on its 8,000-mile journey 
across the UK. 

The town will be handed the 
torch on Saturday, July 7, next 
year. It is one of 16 places in 
Suffolk and one of more than 
1,000 locations across the UK to 
receive the honour during the 
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70-day Olympic torch relay. 

It is likely it will be carried to the town 
centre from the direction of Fordham 
Road and down High Street. 

Among those to celebrate the tidings 
outside the Clock Tower in High Street 
on Monday were youngsters from St 
Louis RC Primary School, which is 
planning a fundraising 2012 Festival of 


Sport for the day after the torch passes 
through the town. 

Cllr Keith Bovill, Newmarket’s mayor, 
said: “I’m absolutely excited and thrilled 
at hearing the news that the Olympic 
torch is coming to our town and I think 
there is a great opportunity for us to 
showcase Newmarket at the start of the 
fuly Festival.” 

He said he hoped racehorses could be 
incorporated somehow into the way the 
torch is carried through the town. He

Tributes as Edward, 12, 
dies in ‘tragic accident’ 


THE 12-year-old son of a 
barrister and part-time judge 
has died in a “tragic accident”. 

Edward Morgan-Gooch - son of 
Recorder Christopher Morgan - died 
on Wednesday last week after 
paramedics were called to his home 
in Wickhambrook. 

Edward’s mother Julia Gooch, 42, 
works as a legal executive at a 
solicitors’ firm in Newmarket, 
Suffolk. 

Neither parent has commented on 
the incident. 

Edward was a choirboy at St 


Edmundsbury Cathedral, in Bury St 
Edmunds and the cathedral has 
issued a statement paying tribute to 
him. 

Frances Ward, dean of 
Edmundsbury, said: “It is with deep 
sadness that the cathedral has to 
announce the death of one of our 
choristers. 

“Edward Morgan-Gooch died in a 
tragic accident at home last 
Wednesday. 

“He was a lovely, happy 12-year- 
old . . . we will all miss his 
enthusiasm and passion for singing, 
his cheerfulness and his lively and 


inquisitive personality.” 

The cathedral community is 
supporting Edward’s family as well as 
other choristers, choir members and 
parents, the statement added. 

The Lady Chapel has been set 
aside for prayer and the lighting of 
candles. 

Edward was a pupil at St James 
Middle School, a Church of England 
voluntary aided school in Bury St 
Edmunds. 

Mr Morgan, 47, was called to the 
Bar in 1987 and was made a recorder 
in 2009. He has presided over several 
cases at Norwich Crown Court. 


He is a member of London 
chambers One Paper Buildings and 
has worked on high-profile murder 
cases including acting as junior 
prosecution counsel in the case of 
the torture and murder of Norfolk 
teenager Simon Everitt, who was tied 
to a tree and set on fire. 

A spokeswoman for the East of 
England Ambulance Service 
confirmed a 999 call was received at 
9.33pm last Wednesday to report that 
a 12-year-old boy was in 
“cardiac/respiratory arrest”. 

An inquest will be opened and 
adjourned at a later date. 


30mph speed limits

Council wants return 

of evening routes too 


NEWMARKET’ S Sunday 
bus service could be 
reinstated for a three- 
month trial period next 
year. 

The town has been left 
without buses on Sundays 
since Stagecoach’s service was 
cut in April following the 
withdrawal of Cambridgeshire 
County Council funding 30 
months ago. 

But at a meeting between 
Cllr Peter Hulbert and Cllr 
Warwick Hirst of Newmarket 
Town Council and repres¬ 
entatives of Stagecoach, 
including Andy Campbell, 
managing director of 
Stagecoach in Cambridge¬ 
shire, the bus company 
offered to test-run a Sunday 
service. 

Mr Campbell made the 
offer to run buses between 
Newmarket and Cambridge in 
April, May and June at a cost 
of £400 a day. 

The daily cost could be split 
equally between Stagecoach 
and the town council, costing 
each party £2,600 for all 13 
Sundays the bus would run. 

Speaking about the town 
council, he said: “They felt if 
they promote it enough, 
people would use it. 

“If they are prepared to put 
the effort in promoting it and 
cover any costs during the 
period of the trial then it is a 
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worthwhile exercise to see if it 
actually works commercially.” 

He said if the bus was to 
prove commercially viable it 
could be reinstated perm¬ 
anently. 

At a meeting of Newmarket 
Town Council on Monday, Cllr 
Warwick Hirst said: “The only 
concern I have is whether we 
should be funding a bus 
service because if we fund 
this, for example, why aren’t 
we then going to do one to 
Mildenhall, to Bury, to Bognor 
Regis or anywhere?” 

The town council resolved 
to go back to Stagecoach and 
ask for the figures for the 
usage of the services which 
used to run in the evenings as 
well as those which ran on 
Sundays. 

Depending on the results, 
the council may approach the 
bus company to see about a 
trial service in the evenings as 
well, which members felt 
would cater more for those 
working in Cambridge and 
returning to Newmarket each 
night. 

Speaking after the meeting, 
Cllr Peter Hulbert said: “We 
have got to try to do 
something for the people not 
only for the weekend, also for 
the people at night.”

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Murderer had 
long history of 
mental Illness 


THE murderer of a mother of 
three who taught in Newmarket 
had a 15-year history of mental 
health issues, a report has said. 

John McFarlane killed 
Mary Griffiths, 38, who 
instructed fitness classes at 
Newmarket Leisure Centre, 
with a bolt gun in front of 
her daughters on May 6, 

2009. 

An independent report 
found that while McFarlane, 
a slaughterman, had posed 
an escalating risk to himself 
in the months before the 
killing, his behaviour gave 
mental health professionals 
no reason to suspect he 
would hurt others. 

The report said the 
decision not to section 
McFarlane three days before 
the killing was “reasonable” 
and based on the risk he 
posed to himself. 

It concluded: “The tragic 
murder was not predictable 
and although with the

benefit of hindsight, the admission to 
hospital... would most likely have 2009 after admitting the murder. 


prevented the offence at the time, this 
could not have been identified at any 
time by the various mental health 
professionals.” 

Ms Griffiths, from Bury St Edmunds, 
had contacted Suffolk Police 
about McLarlane’s “anger” 
over his obsession with her 
the night before her killing. 

The report said her 
knowledge of his mental 
health history may have 
been flagged up had an 
officer visited Ms Griffiths. 

Sian Wicks, author of the 
mental health invest¬ 
igation, said several issues 
which did not cause the 
death had been identified 
and lessons should be 
learned, including taking 
into account a person’s 
profession when assessing 
the risk they pose and 
ensuring agencies comm¬ 
unicate better. 

McFarlane, in his 40s, who 
is also from Bury St 
Edmunds, was jailed for at 
least 20 years in November

Mirella said her mother- 
in-law, who still worships at 
the Church of St Philip and 
St Etheldreda in Newmarket, 
had taken in an evacuee boy 
during the Second World 
War and was a very 
resourceful woman. 

She said she had brought 
up her two children, Martyn 
and Anne, who died of motor 
neurone disease three years 
ago, at a time when she had 
to make do and mend. 

She said: “She is 
probably the most stoical 
and the most kind lady I 
have ever met; she is tough 
and resilient and just keeps 
going. She is of that 
generation that bear all of 
the troubles of the world on 
their shoulders and lived 
through two world wars and 
carried on, a huge 
inspiration to us all.” 


Work starts 
to preserve 
old trees 

VOLUNTEERS are poised to 
start work to preserve 200 
valuable trees, many of 
which could be up to 1,000 
years old. 

People will gather at the 
Aspal Close Local Nature

begin work on the veteran 
oaks. 

Lorest Heath District 
Council commissioned a 
survey of the veteran oaks in 
the 50-acre reserve.

The first task for the 
volunteers will be to help 
protect the roots of some of 
the most vulnerable trees. 

According to the Capital 
Asset Value for Amenity 
Trees system, which trans¬ 
lates the worth of amenity 
trees to a community into 
their financial price, the 
value of the 200 Aspal Close 
veteran oaks weighs in at 
more than £35m. 

Cllr David Bowman, 
Lorest Heath’s representative 
on the Aspal Close working 
group, said: “Aspal Close 
Local Nature Reserve is a 
wonderful asset for the 
community and the envir¬ 
onment and it’s vital that we 
protect its unique comb¬ 
ination of flora and fauna. 

“The work carried out now 
and over the coming years 
could preserve the site for 
many future generations. 

“This work is only possible 
with the help of dedicated 
volunteers and we are 
grateful for their time and 
effort in enhancing their 
local community.”

Dr Bob Cadwalladr, 
principal of the college, said 
students and parents had 
responded positively to the 
proposal.

Newmarket College coming 
up with the best plan and 
solution for Newmarket 
College rather than be in a 
situation where we had to 
take somebody else’s plan 
and somebody else’s blue¬ 
print to do this.” 

Dr Cadwalladr has spoken 
previously to the Weekly News 
about his feeling that the 
college has no alternative but 
to apply because of the large 
numbers of schools set to 
transfer to academy status. 

Conversion would give the 
college a £25,000 conversion 
grant and greater control over 
its money, which would come 
directly from the Government 
rather than via the local 
authority (LA) which provides 
resources for the area’s 
schools, including the 
libraries service and grounds 
maintenance. 

Academies become 


responsible for providing 
these services themselves, so 
schools not converting risk 
being left to draw on a worse- 
resourced LA. 

Dr Cadwalladr, the college’s 
principal, said: “There will 
definitely be more money 
coming into the school in 
terms of revenue funding and 
there will be more money 
coming into the school for 
building and maintenance, 
and we have a greater control 
over how that money is spent. 

“And it’s very much putting 
the focus on best value for 
services and support within 
the school and I think giving 
us the control of that will 
mean we will be able to get 
more efficient and more 
effective services and 
support.”

Warning over potential 
teachers’ strike action 


PARENTS are being urged to think 
about childcare in anticipation of 
strike action at the end of November 
which could force some of Suffolk’s 
schools to close. 

Public sector unions are balloting 
members about whether to take 
strike action on Wednesday, 
November 30, over the 
Government’s proposed pension 
reforms. 

In October, more than 150,000 
staff from seven teaching unions 
signed a petition against the 
proposed reforms which was 
presented to Nick Gibb, schools 
minister. 

Andy Fry, director of public 
protection at Suffolk County Council 
and chairman of the Suffolk 
Resilience Forum, which represents 
organisations responsible for 
maintaining public services in the 
county during emergencies, said: 


“We will not know the extent of the 
action or full details of the schools 
affected until a few days before the 
planned strike date. It is, however, 
important for parents and guardians 
to start preparing now for the very 
real possibility that their children’s 
schools will be closed on November 
30. 

“This is a dispute between the 
trade unions and national 
government, and we very much 
hope that industrial action can be 
avoided. Our primary concern is the 
safety and wellbeing of Suffolk 
people and I will be working with my 
counterparts in other agencies to 
ensure that we are as well prepared 
as possible, and essential services 
are maintained throughout any strike 
action.” 

Schools will let parents know 
whether strike action will affect their 
children.

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Bus gift boost 
for dlal-a-ride 


A MINIBUS has been 
bought for a dial-a-ride 
service - thanks to a legacy 
left by of its earliest pass¬ 
engers. 

More than £25,000 was left to 
the Forest Heath Voluntary 
Network, which runs the service, 
by a Newmarket woman who had 
been among the first to use the 
facility when it was launched 
about a decade ago. 

The 11-seater vehicle cost 
£35,000, and the rest of the cost 
was met with money raised by the 
network. 

Caroline Cowie, manager at the 
Newmarket-based Voluntary 
Network, said the woman, who 
has not been named because of 
the wishes of her family, had been 
“absolutely lovely”. 

She said: “We knew that is the 
sort of thing she would want us to 
do, to make a good investment for 
the service and ensure it keeps 
going.” 

In the last financial year, the 
service’s four minibuses made 
16,245 journeys for more than 700 
members, all of whom are unable 
to use public transport, whether

due to physical or learning dis¬ 
abilities, or because they are 
unable to walk as far as their 
nearest bus stop. 

They also make other journeys, 
including taking members on day 
excursions, carrying adults with 
learning disabilities to and from 
Community Resource Units. They 
can also be hired out by comm¬ 
unity groups. 

Ms Cowie said they had been 
forced to cut their day excursions 
because of the number of dial-a- 
ride journeys requested. 

But the fifth wheelchair-access¬ 
ible minibus, which made its first 


journey on Monday, October 31, 
promises to improve the situation. 

Ms Cowie said: “It makes a huge 
difference. 

“Its intention was to ensure the 
service continues, that we have 
got good safe vehicles and that we 
can provide a good service for our 
passengers.” 

She added that one of the main 
reasons passengers give for using 
the service is it allows them to 
maintain their independence.

Masterplan’s 
a step closer 

Nearly 400 villagers have say on burning issues 


ALMOST 400 people responded to a 
consultation on the issues which 
should be included in a Burwell 
masterplan. 

The first stage of the consultation on the 
development of the 20-year vision for 
sustainable growth in the village attracted 
399 responses from people living and 
working in Burwell. 

Feedback from the community 
questionnaire was discussed during the 
meeting of the Burwell masterplan working 
party last Thursday. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, leader of East 
Cambridgeshire District Council and 
chairman of the working party, said 
between 45 and 50 people had attended. 

He said: “Speaking for the council, we are 
extremely pleased with the reaction from 
the people of Burwell. That’s exactly what 
we wanted - for the people of Burwell to get 
involved in the masterplanning process so 
that the plan when it appears at the end, as 
and when, is their plan. That’s the purpose 
of the exercise.” 

The feeling that both lorries and 
commuters were contributing to traffic 
congestion in the village was shared by 
more than half of the respondents, while 45 
per cent of people believed building a 
bypass would be value for money. 

More than 60 per cent of the respondents 
disagreed or disagreed strongly with the 
statement that Burwell needs to grow so it

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can have more facilities and more than 60 
per cent said the number of shops in the 
village was about right. 

Virtually 60 per cent of people said the 
masterplan should try to encourage new 
businesses into the village and half of 
people said more jobs were needed. 

But Cllr Moakes said differences of 
opinion were healthy and the responses will 
be turned into three or four options which 
will then be consulted on again. 

Among the most popular suggestions for 
improving Burwell were creating more 
things for young people to do, improving 
public transport links, resolving parking 
issues and making walking and cycling 
routes better. 

Respondents were asked about other 
issues, including what should be done to 
ensure youngsters had a primary school 
place because the village college is at 
capacity. 

Focus groups comprised of local 
volunteers are taking place this month to 
further look at the issues which should be 
included in the plan. 

A third plan development stage will take 
place along with another consultation and 
the completed document will be put before 
a meeting of East Cambridgeshire District 
Council in the summer.

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Mum honours friend’s dying 
wish to care for her children

L eafing 

through a 
precious 

photo album, Julie 
Jones can’t help but 
laugh when she 
comes across a 
picture of herself 
and her best friend 
Caroline Atkin. 

“That was taken in 1979 
on a trip to Alton Towers, 
just before we got on the 
Corkscrew/’ she laughs. 
“I’ve got wonderful 
memories of her.” 

Julie and Caroline met 
on their first day at 
secondary school. They hit 
it off immediately and 
went on to become the 
best of friends, going to 
youth club together, on 
the same French 
Exchange trips - they even 
enrolled on to the same 
college course because 
they wanted to stay 
together. 

“We were friends from 
day one,” smiles Julie, 46. 
“She was a very, very good 
friend; she was always 
there.” 

The pair grew up in 
Lincolnshire: Caroline 
lived in Grantham while 
Julie was about 15 miles 
away in Sleaford. After 
their college course in 
Lincoln, Caroline stayed in 
the city while Julie moved 
around for work before 
settling in Huntingdon in

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2002. 

“We always kept in 
touch,” says Julie. “She 
would come and stay for 
holidays with the children 
and whenever I went 
home I would always 
visit.” 

They were so close, in 
fact, that when Caroline 
was diagnosed with a 
terminal brain tumour in 
2009, Julie didn’t think 
twice about granting her 
friend’s final wish - to care 
for her six children. 

The friends would 
speak regularly on the 
phone in between visits, 
always filling each other in 
on what they and their 
children had been doing 
and, Julie admits, she 
wasn’t particularly 
alarmed when, during one 
of their catch-ups, 

Caroline told her she had 
been having frequent 
headaches. 

“She wasn’t worried at 
all, it was just an irritation 
really She was busy with 
the children and she had 
been to the doctors and 
they had given her tablets 
for migraines.” 

But just a few months 
after that phone call, 
Caroline’s husband Dave 
rang Julie to tell her that 
her best friend had 
become very unwell, and 
had been rushed to 



hospital. 

“I’ll always remember 
it,” she says. “It was Easter 
Sunday morning, 2009, 
and I was having a lie in. 
The telephone rang and I 
thought I’d let the answer 
machine get it.” 

Surprised to hear Dave’s 
voice on the machine, 

Julie quickly got out of bed 
to listen to the message. 
“He said ‘it’s Caroline, the 
headaches have got really 
bad and she’s in hospital’.” 

Julie rushed to Sheffield 
Hallam Hospital to be 
with her friend and to help 
look after the children. 

“They gave her surgery 
to determine exactly what 
was happening,” she 
explains. “Dave said they 
would have to wait seven 
days for the results; he was 
strong for her but terrified, 
absolutely terrified.” 

The explorative surgery 
found that Caroline had a 
brain tumour. “It was a 
type 4 brain tumour, 
which I think is the worst,” 


says Julie. “I don’t think 
she could take it in.” 

Caroline was 
discharged from hospital 
and began chemotherapy 
to prolong her life. “I think 
she was in denial really,” 
says Julie. “Caroline knew 
she was poorly but she 
was very much ‘I’ve got 
the kids, I’ve got to carry 
on’.” 

A single mum to Adam, 
20, Peter, J8, and 
Christian, J4, Julie began 
juggling her job as a local 
government administrator 
and running her home 


with making regular trips 
to visit her friend and help 
look after her children. “I 
was going weekly if I 
could. I always tried to 
keep it jolly and light¬ 
hearted for the kids. They 
knew Mummy was poorly 
but Caroline wouldn’t talk 
about it in front of them: 
that was her way; she 
couldn’t prepare them so 
she just carried on with life 
as normal as she could.” 

Then, in December 
2009, the unimaginable 
happened when Dave, 44, 
collapsed with a brain 


haemorrhage while 
Christmas shopping in 
Lincoln with Caroline. 
“You just wouldn’t believe 
it,” says Julie, her eyes 
welling with tears. “He 
collapsed just before 
Christmas and he died on 
the 8th of January, 20 JO.” 

From that day on, Julie 
spent even more time 
with her friend, helping 
with her husband’s funeral 
arrangements and caring 
for the children. 

It was on one of her 
visits that Caroline asked 
her to make the biggest act 


of friendship. “She broke 
down in the February and 
said ‘Julie, I’m just so 
scared for my life’. I think 
inside she knew she was 
getting worse. I just held 
her and said ‘it will be fine’ 
and then she said ‘what 
about the kids, will you 
have them?’ I just said ‘yes’. 
How could you not?” 

Caroline died in 
hospital on June 7 last 
year, aged 45. Overnight, 
Julie became the legal 
guardian of her children 
Michael, J2, Kieran, J J, 
James, JO, Emma, 8, and

Chantelle, 6. Caroline’s 
eldest son Tim, 17, remain¬ 
ed in Lincolnshire, but sees 
his siblings regularly. 

“Caroline came to me 
for a holiday over the May 
Bank Holiday and into the 
June half term,” says Julie. 

“I took her and the children 
back to her mum’s in 
Grantham for a bit of an 
extended break on the 
Bank Holiday Monday We 
chatted through the week 
on the phone, and then she 
died the following Monday 

“A social worker phoned 
me at work and told me 
Caroline was in hospital. I 
got to the Lincoln County 
Hospital at 2pm and she 
had died at ten to two, so 
I’d just missed her. She 
would have laughed at 
that; she used to say ‘you’re 
always late’.” 

Telling Caroline’s 
children their mum had 
passed away was, Julie 
says, the hardest thing she 
has ever had to do. “They 
got a taxi home from 
school and they came in all 
excited. I think one of them 
said ‘where’s Mum?’ and I 
said ‘Mummy died today, 
she’s gone to heaven to be 
with Daddy She’s okay, 
she’s not suffering, she’s not 
poorly anymore, it’s all 
gone away, but she’s not 
coming back’. 

“It was a shock as they 
had no idea. Michael left 
the room, James broke 
down, Kieran just had a 
glazed expression and the 
two girls were just fidgety 
next to me. And then 
Chantelle said ‘Julie, can we 
go to the park?’, so we did.” 

With the help of her 
mum, Julie brought the five 
children home to 
Huntingdon and worked 
out how she would fit her 
new family into her four- 


bedroom house, “ft was a 
struggle,” she admits. 
“When they arrived they 
were like little soldiers all 
lined up. My friends and 
family and colleagues 
turned up with sheets and 
towels. My friends have 
been fantastic: they still call 
in now with things like a 
jam tart or a spaghetti 
bolognese.” 

Julie’s next task was to 
enrol the children into 
schools. “There’s a lot of 
homework to do because 
they were all very behind 
with their schooling, but 
they all love school,” she 
smiles. 

Julie’s sons Peter and 
Christian both live at 
home, while Adam is at 
university in Norwich, and 
Julie says the boys are very 
supportive of her decision. 
“I ensure that my boys do 
their thing and the children 
are an addition. As Carol¬ 
ine was here the week be¬ 
fore she died, they saw how 
poorly she was and they 
built up a rapport with her. 

“They’ve also got their 
own lives: Adam has a 
girlfriend, Peter has a 
girlfriend, and they’re on 
college courses, so the 
children didn’t take 
anything away Christian 
sometimes says ‘they’ve 
been in my room again!’ so 
I have to cool down a few 
situations. But on the 
whole, they’re fabulous.” 

Julie encourages the 
children to talk about their 
mum and dad and she has 
made them each their own 
treasure box, which she fills 
with precious memories 
and photos of their par¬ 
ents. Showing me through 
Emma’s box, Julie pulls out 
a photo of Caroline and a 
beaming Emma, taken just 
before Caroline died. “You 


can see just how happy 
Emma is; she didn’t 
realise,” says Julie. 

Julie misses her friend 
terribly, but is focused on 
ensuring the children are 
cared for. “I just want them 
to be happy and get 
through their education,” 
she smiles. “We don’t do 
holidays or anything like 
that, there just isn’t the 
finance, but I have got 
them into Cubs, Scouts 
and Brownies. 

“I think I’m peaceful with 
the situation because she’s 
not in pain, she’s not 
suffering anymore. I’ve still 
got Caroline’s number on 
my mobile phone: I’ve 
dialled it a couple of times 
and there’s her little voice 
message.” 

The mum of nine praises 
her friends and family for 
helping her through the 
tragic time. Her friends 
have also nominated her 
for the Tesco Mum of the 
Year Award 20 J 2 and Julie 
has been shortlisted. 

“I was so shocked,” she 
smiles. “This is just what I 
do. I’ve got three boys, 
there’s six more, day-by- 
day I just do whatever I can 
for them. I don’t look for 
any recognition - I’m just a 
mum.”

Group found on 
lorry heading 
for RAF base 
claims asylum 


MEN originally suspected of 
being illegal immigrants were 
found on a lorry headed for RAF 
Lakenheath. 

The 11 were uncovered before they 
entered the US airbase on Monday, 
October 31 and were arrested on 
suspicion of entering the UK illegally 

But they have since claimed asylum or 
been placed in social services’ care. 

One of the people is believed to come 
from Afghanistan and the other 10 are 
thought to come from Iran. 

They are not believed to have known 
the lorry’s destination. 

They were taken to a Bury St Edmunds 
police station before being placed in the 
UK Border Agency (UKBA)’s care. 

Four of the people have been assessed 
as being under 18 years old and have 
been transferred to the care of the social 
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The other seven who have made claims 
for asylum have been placed in asylum- 
seeker accommodation while their claims 
are being processed. 

A spokesman for the UKBA said they 
will act to remove people from the UK 
when they do not have the right to stay. 

He said: “When suspected illegal 
immigrants found on lorries are arrested 
by police, our officers attend quickly. 

“We continue to work closely with 
police to tackle illegal immigration and 
immigration crime. 

“Where an individual is found to have 
no legal right to remain in the UK, we will 
take action to remove them.” 

A spokeswoman for RAF Lakenheath 
declined to comment.

owners and breeders. 

Poorly alpacas and llamas will be able 
to receive help from the service on 
matters including brain and spinal 
conditions, skin, teeth and eye problems, 
and reproductive and fertility issues. 

Mrs Mueller is also able to advise 
camelid enthusiasts on herd health 
management. 

She said: “For owners and breeders, it 
will mean a place where they know their 
animals can be referred to if their 
veterinary surgeon feels they cannot help 
them any further.” 

Mrs Mueller started working with 
camelids after realising how little was 
known about the creatures, whose 
popularity was growing in the UK. 

She said: “I realised that people in the 
UK were keeping them more and more 
and I equally realised we do not know 
much about them. 

“It was just fascinating to start with a 
completely new type of animal.” 

There are thought to be about 25,000 
alpacas in the country and Suffolk and 
Norfolk alone contain 44 registered 
breeding farms; while other alpacas will 
be living as pets in the counties.

Quake expectations 


T RACY-ANN Oberman, still 
remembered fondly by 
viewers as the lethal Chrissie 
Watts in EastEnders, is back on the 
stage as Sarah, an environment 
minister and the eldest of three 
sisters at the heart of Earthquakes 
in London , Mike Bartlett’s 
compelling new play. 

Blending family drama with a bleak 
analysis of future life on this planet, 
Earthquakes in London follows the sisters’ 
attempts to hold things together in a world 
changing under their feet, while their 
scientist father predicts global catastrophe. 
Rocketing from 1968 to 2525 and back 
again, the play is a fast and furious 
metropolitan crash of people, scenes and 
decades, set to a pumping soundtrack. 

Oberman and Bartlett - currently writer- 
in-residence at the National Theatre - were 
already old acquaintances. 

“I worked with Mike’s partner in On The 
Rocks, a play I did at the Hampstead 
Theatre a couple of years ago,” says the 
actress. 

“I admired Mike’s work and I felt sure 
that he was a writer going places. When I 
read a script, I often wonder how they’ll do 
this, and how will they pull that off and how 
would such a stage direction be possible? 
That was my reaction when I first 
read Earthquakes in London. This is going 
to be a no-holds-barred production, quite 
spectacular in places. It’s also very 
cinematic, with lots of short scenes and very 
punchy dialogue.” 

Oberman had been away when 
Earthquakes in London opened at the 
National Theatre last summer and, although 
she had a few friends in the cast, didn’t see 
the original. 

“I think that’s no bad thing, actually,” she 
argues. “They have completely re-invented 


the production and the script has been 
revised. It feels very much like a new play, 
given a new staging.” 

When she spoke to The Guide, Oberman 
was scarcely a week into rehearsals, and 
reluctant to draw any early conclusions 
about Sarah. However, she was quite clear 
about her admiration for the character’s 
achievements. 

“Her mother has died, her father has 
disowned his daughters and, at the age of 19, 
she’s been left to care, single-handed, for her 
10-year-old sister and a baby who’s only a 
few months old. She has sacrificed an 
enormous amount and yet she’s still been 
able to pursue her political career and 
become a minister.” 

The actress admits she has always been 
drawn to films, plays and books which, like 
Orwell’s Nineteen Eighty-Four, create a 
vision of a dystopian society. She responds 
to similar themes in Earthquakes in London. 

“If anything, in the year since the play 
opened, the issues about climate change 
have become overtaken by a sense 
of a coming apocalypse - of a society 
running itself into the ground through 
excess, of a society full of 
disaffected, disenfranchised youth. The play 
is full of such ideas. In addition, the coalition 
Government, which was very new a year 
ago, is now much more established.” 

One of the key arguments in the play is 
concerned with the desirability of bringing 
children into the world in its current state. 

“Of course, I worry about the kind of 
future my daughter faces,” says Oberman, 
who is mother to five-year-old Anoushka. 

“From what I’ve learnt, talking to friends 
who work in finance, this current economic 
climate is likely to last for years, with all the 
social instability which that implies. So 
it’s going to get a helluva lot worse.” 

Oberman may appear to have come from 
nowhere when making such an eye¬ 
catching impact in EastEnders but, as is 



often the way in an actor’s career, she had 
been steadily advancing through the ranks 
with seasons at the Royal Shakespeare 
Company and playing Kenneth Branagh’s 
wife at the National Theatre in David 
Mamet’s Edmond. In fact, she was 
appearing in the Mamet play when 
the invitation to discuss the part of Chrissie 
came her way. 

“I don’t think I took it very seriously at 
first,” she admits. “I thought that they 
would end up casting an established TV 
name and I’d be offered one episode as a 
policewoman. 

“I was then asked to do a screen test with 
Leslie Grantham as Dirty Den. I was late 
for the appointment and I apologised, 
explaining that I’d been held up doing a 
voiceover. Leslie made some sarcastic 
remark and we started to spar with each 
other. I think that the producers must have 
seen that there was a spark between us, 
because they just kept the cameras rolling.” 

Oberman looks back on her time in 
EastEnders - during which her character 
famously finished off Dirty Den (for 
good this time) - with genuine affection. 

“I loved playing Chrissie and I 
signed a three-year contract, which 
worried me a bit since I like the fact 
that I rarely know what I’ll be doing 
next. 

“I only stayed for 18 months, 
but it was as if three years of 
storylines were crammed 
into those 18 months. Most of 
the actors in EastEnders do 
about five scenes a day. I 
remember getting through 28 
scenes one day.”

■ MICE These will feed on the 
seeds of germinating sweetcom, 
peas and beens and also eat crocus 
corms and orchard fruits in both 
gardens and those stored in sheds. 
You can set mouse traps in your 
garden, under log or brick shelters 
to reduce the danger to birds. When 
you’ve planted crocuses, firm the 
ground down well to make it more 
difficult for mice to find the corms.

T HERE are some animals 
which will forever be the 
bane of gardeners’ lives - 
rabbits who munch like locusts 
through plants, moles which tear 
up bowling green lawns, 
squirrels digging up bulbs and 
stealing bird food and huge 
pigeons which strip leafy veg. 

Only recently, there have been 
reports that fast-breeding herds of 
deer are gorging themselves on 
undergrowth in important woodland 
habitats, threatening rare native 
species such as nightingales, 
dormice and bluebells. 

Numbers have risen to two 
million after the introduction of new 
species such as muntjac, fallow and 
Chinese water deer which are 
smaller and breed faster. 

So how can we stop these 
nuisances from damaging our 
gardens? 

■ GREY SQUIRRELS To minimise 
damage, wire-net fruit cages and 
place other netting over areas where 
bulbs and corms have been planted 
and over flowering shrubs such as 
magnolia and camellia. Invest in 
squirrel-proof bird feeders, although 
the RSPB warns that they will only 
work if the squirrel cannot jump 
directly onto the feeder, but will

have to approach via the defended 
route. Feeders with a cage around 
them are squirrel-resistant, although 
not squirrel-proof, and a small 
individual will be able to fit 
through. 

■ RABBITS If you put up a fence to 
keep them at bay, you’ll need to 
make it at least 120cm tall with a 
further 30cm sunk below ground 
level and angled outwards to 
discourage them from burrowing 
underneath. Any wire netting needs 
a maximum mesh size of 25mm, or 
young rabbits will squeeze through. 
Place tree guards around the base of 
trunks and cloches over new 
plantings. While animal repellents 
are available, they are not reliable to 
give long-term protection. There are 
some plants that rabbits don’t like, 


including Michaelmas 
daisies, catmint, 
lupins and heucheras.

■ DEER Muntjac and 
roe are particularly 
fond of roses but will 
eat many other plants 
and are territorial, so 
once they’re in, it’s 
going to be difficult 
to get them out. Some 
become brave enough 
to nip off potted roses 
on people’s patios. 

Damage is most 
common on new, succulent spring 
growth or in winter when other food 
sources are scarce. The only 
permanent solution is to erect a 6ft- 
high fence around your garden. 
According to the British Deer 
Society, muntjac will eat virtually 
any plants, although they are less 
keen on camellia, cistus, hellebore, 
hosta, hydrangea, lavender, poppies 
and sedum. 

■ MOLES All manner of deterrents 
have been tried to make them go 
away, from traps to fumigants, 
throwing mothballs down the holes 
or pouring mixtures of caster oil and 
detergent down the holes, to varied

effect. Others have invested in 
ultrasonic devices to scare them 
away, which are not always 
effective. If you really can’t get rid 
of them, it may save you time to call 
in a professional. 

■ WOOD PIGEONS These birds will 
feed on brassicas such as cabbages, 
cauliflowers and Brussels sprouts, 
stripping the leaves in no time, and 
they’re a particular nuisance in 
winter when other food is scarce. 
Net your brassicas to keep them off 
as preventing access to food is a key 
to dispersing pigeons. When feeding 
smaller birds, cage in all food so 
that pigeons cannot reach it. Pigeon-

Nissan boosts new 
GT-R for spring 


WITH colder weather on 
the way, a survey 
conducted on behalf of 
Warranty Direct has 
revealed the most - and 
least - dependable 4x4s 
and SUVs. 

Honda’s HR-V (1998-2006) 
performed best, with only three 
in 100 recording a fault in the 
last 12 months, followed by 
Suzuki’s Grand Vitara (2005 
onwards). 

In stark contrast, Land Rover’s 
Range Rover (2002 onwards) 
was shown to be the most break 
down-prone off-roader - two- 
thirds of its reported faults were 
suspension or electrical hiccups 
- behind the feep Grand 
Cherokee (1999-2005) and 
Volkswagen’s Touareg (2003 
onwards). 

The study of nearly 16,000 
three-to eight-year-old 4x4s and 
SUVs revealed the market 
segment to have some of the 
most expensive to run vehicles 
on Warranty Direct’s books. 

Predictably, the top 10 is 
dominated by fapanese and

Korean manufacturers, but 
Land Rover’s Freelander (2006 
onwards) breaks its strangle¬ 
hold, with only one in five 
breaking down annually and a 
modest average repair cost. 

As used 4x4 prices rise prior 
to the inevitable cold snap, 
buyers are advised to seize the 
moment. 

The study used Warranty 
Direct’s unique Reliability Index 
rating {www.reliability 
index.co.uk ), which takes into 


account how often vehicles 
break down, average repair cost 
and time spent in the garage, to 
calculate its overall reliability. 
The lower the Reliability Index 
number, the more reliable and 
cheaper to repair the car. 

Warranty Direct’s Duncan 
McClure Fisher says: “Modern 
4x4s are a far cry from the noisy 
and uncomfortable off-roaders 
of the past. They are fairly 
expensive to run but our study 
shows that there’s a handful of 


incredibly reliable 4x4s which 
won’t break the bank. 

“A four-wheel-drive vehicle is 
most definitely the transport of 
choice for any motorist during 
our cold months, particularly 
judging by our last few winters.” 

In contrast to the top 10, 
none of the bottom five rated 
4x4s hail from the East, instead 
they originate from Europe or 
America.

“You can order your 
meal and we will bring 
it to you, or you can go 
and join the staff in the 
canteen, and perhaps 
sit with the technicians 
who work on your car. 
It’s all about 
transparency.” 

The window into the 
workshop at the back of 
the showroom, where 
customers can see their 
cars being worked on, 
carries on this sense of 
openness. What you see 
is what you get at Elms 
Cambridge.

The site uses a raft of 
“eco-friendly” 
technology, such as 
Ground Source Heat 
Pumps, a Water 
Recycling Unit for all 
car wash facilities, 
waterless urinals, LED 
Lighting, and 

Automated Interior 
Lighting, which 
switches off if no 
movement is detected 
for more than 10 


minutes. 

“As an alternative to 
loan cars our 
customers have the 
option of borrowing 
one of our BMW loan 
bicycles to commute 
locally or for pleasure,” 
Shane added. “We work 
closely with the local 
Wildlife Trust, and 
customers can enjoy 
some fantastic trails 
nearby if they wish to 
do so.”

Volkswagen set to unveil latest (Passat) CC 


VOLKSWAGEN has today 
released the first images of 
its new CC, which will be 
officially unveiled at the Los 
Angeles Auto Show on 
November 16. 

If it looks familiar, don’t be 
surprised: more than 
270,000 people across the 
world have been won over 
by its predecessor the 
Passat CC’s blend of four- 
door practicality and sleek 
coupe-like styling. 

At the front, the new 
radiator grille has strong 
horizontal lines that 
represent Volkswagen’s new 
design DNA, flanked by new 
bi-xenon headlights and 


topped with a reprofiled 
bonnet. The bumper is 
different, too, with a new 
extra air intake, and silver- 
coloured ‘winglets’ that 
frame the fog lights. 

Along the side, the 
frameless doors are carried 
over from the previous 
model, but more sculpted 
sills, revised bumpers and 
the new bonnet add up to 
create a subtly updated 
silhouette. 

The rear bumper has also 
been completely redesigned, 
with more emphasis on 
horizontal lines and a 
reworking of the 
characteristic chrome 


strip. The tail lights are new 
as well, not just in their 
more dramatic design, but in 
their use of LEDs. The 
numberplate lights are also 
now LED. As before, the 
Volkswagen logo doubles as 
the handle for the boot, and 
it can now optionally contain 
a rear-view camera. 

There’s one last change at 
the rear, too: ‘Passat’ has 
been dropped from the 
name. 

From launch, the UK 
engine range will comprise 
1.8-litre TSI160PS or 2.0- 
litre TSI 210 PS petrols and 
a 2.0-litre TDI common rail 
diesel with either 140 or 


170PS. All models with 
170PS or more also now get 
a standard XDS differential, 
an electronic cross-axle 
traction control system for 
improved traction and 
handling. 

The CC will go on sale 
early next year. Pricing 
details will be available 
nearer the launch date.

Snow Fairy has won four Group One races, 
including last year’s Investec Oaks, and this 
season’s Epsom winner Dancing Rain will be 
among her opponents. She had a one-mile 
canter on the dirt track in the hands of Maureen 
Haggas, wife of trainer William. 

“We started thinking about this race after she 
won the Epsom Oaks and when we found out 
that she was eligible for this race,” she said. 
“This is her first long-distance travel outside 
Europe, but she’s taking it very well. I think this 
is very good experience for her and she’s 
learning all the time.” 

■ Roger Varian spoke with pride after Nahrain 
was just edged out in the Breeders’ Cup Filly & 
Mare Turf at Churchill Downs on Friday. 

Frankie Dettori had the filly in the ideal position 
entering the straight, holding the lead until 
Canadian outsider Perfect Shirl swooped in the 
shadow of the post as Nahrain’s stamina started 
to eke away and she finished second just ahead 
of the fast finishing Misty For Me. 

Varian said: “I’m really proud of her. She ran a 
great race I can’t ask for anything more. Off the 
bend I thought she might do it but she just 
couldn’t steal that extra length.” 

■ Elusive Kate, trained by John Gosden, was 
well beaten as Stephanie’s Kitten finished with a 
late flourish to win the Breeders’ Cup Juvenile 
Fillies Turf.
